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Shipment  of  screwworm-infested  livestock  is  a 
principal  factor  in  spread  of  this  multi-million 
dollar  pest.  Screwworms  can  survive  journeys  of 
thousands  of  miles  in  animal  wounds,  dropping 
to  the  ground  enroute,  to  continue  thei  r  life  cycle. 

Screwworms  can  become  quickly  established,  at- 
tacking warmblooded  animals,  and  causing  suf- 
fering and  economic  losses.  Screwworms  have 
been  eliminated  from  the  southeastern  United 
States. 

Compliance  with  regulations  referred  to  in  this 
publication  is  necessary  in  order  to  protect  gains 
made  against  this  serious  pest  and  to  assure 
eradication. 

This  Pocket  Reference  is  NOT  a  regulation  and 
is  NOT  to  be  used  as  such. 

For  detailed  information  on  movement  of  live- 
stock to  prevent  screwworm  spread,  refer  to  Part 
83  (as  amended)  of  Title  9,  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations.  Copies  of  the  regulations  are  avail- 
able from:  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division, 
Agricultural  Research  Service,  USDA,  Washing- 
ton 25,  D.C. 
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Livestock  originating  in  Tennessee  or  North  Carolina  may  be  moved  to  serewworm-free  States  other  than  Florida,  for  immediate  slaughter  at  Federally  inspected  or  USDA 
approved  establishments,  or  to  a  Federally  inspected  or  other  USDA  approved  stockyard,  if  accompanied  to  destination  by  o  certificate  signed  by  the  consignor. 

Certificate  requirements:  (a)  Number,  kind,  breed,  and  sex  of  livestock;  (b)  destination;  (c)  purpose  for  movement;  (d)  point  of  origin  of  shipment;  (e)  names  and  addresses  of 
consignor  and  consignee  and  statement  that  to  best  of  consignor's  knowledge,  livestock  bear  no  evidence  of  screwworms. 

Animals  infested  with  serewworms  shall  not  be  moved  interstate.  Owner  or  shipper  must  make  certain  animals  am  serewworm-free. 

Livestock  shipments  inspected  and  certified  for  entrance  into  the  eradication  area  may  enter  the  Serewworm-free  Area  without  further  requirements,  if  presented  for  entry 
within  72  hours  after  certification  at  an  Eradication  Area  Inspection  Station. 


Services  Provided  at  Inspection  Stations 


All  Federal  Livestock  Inspection  Stations  are 
located  along  major  highways,  and  are  operated 
24  hours  a  day,  7  days  each  week  by  trained 
USDA  and  State  personnel.  Stations  are  promi- 
nently marked,  well  lighted  for  night  operations, 
and  have  ample  parking  space,  loading,  and  pen 
facilities  for  handling  large  and  small  shipments 
of  all  classes  of  livestock.  Livestock  are  un- 
loaded and  loaded  by  the  shipper.  Routines  for 
inspection  and  treatment  are  planned  to  cause 
only  a  minimum  of  delay  to  shippers. 

All  livestock  are  inspected  for  evidence  of  screw- 
worms  and  all  animal  wounds  are  treated.  All 
animals  are  given  precautionary  pesticide  treat- 
ment except:  (1)  Animals  consigned  for  immedi- 
ate slaughter  at  slaughtering  establishments 
operating  under  Federal  Meat  Inspection,  or  es- 
tablishments specifically  approved  by  USDA  (list 
available  at  Inspection  Stations,  or  from  Veteri- 
narian s-in-Charge  for  Animal  Disease  Eradication 
in  each  State);  (2)  Lactating  dairy  cows  or  goats; 
(3)  Animals  under  2  weeks  of  age;  (4)  Horses  and 
ponies  for  exhibition  purposes  showing  daily 
grooming;  (5)  Animals  moving  to  South  Memphis 
Stockyards  or  Dixie  National  Stockyards,  Mem- 
phis, Tenn. 

All  vehicles  transporting  livestock  are  treated 
with  a  precautionary  pesticide  at  inspection 
stations,  and  vehicles  that  have  transported 
screwworm-infested  animals  are  cleaned  and 
disinfected.
